In the following 
pages will be found the monthly rates of compensation, dependency and 
indemnity compensation, and pension, rules of eligibility, definitions, and 
other pertinent information for war and peacetime veterans and their depend- 
ents. It should be noted that the rates of compensation authorized under the 
general pension law are not set forth, as the comparatively few persons entitled 
thereunder are generally entitled to receive the higher rates prescribed by 
Veterans Regulations for wartime or peacetime service, as the case may be,

w No. 2, Seventy-third Congress, March 20, 1933, and Veterans Regulations issued pursuant thereto, as modified 
and amended by subsequent legislation. It does not include rates payable for service-connected disabilities under 
the general pension law or Public Law No. 141, Seventy-third Congress, March 28, 1934, as amended. For rates 
under Public Law No. 141 and for detailed information bearing on elements of entitlement, under such laws, references 
should be made to the pertinent tables set forth in the preceding part of this analysis. Dependency and indemnity 
compensation is payable under the Servicemen’s and Veterans Survivor Benefits Act for service-connected deaths 
occurring on or after January 1, 1957, whether service was prior to or on and after that date and without distinction 
between wartime and peacetime service.
